war prices will come down". Xever- 
the-less the readjustment processes 
show that the results will be other- 
wise. It is very reasonable to prc- 
sumc that the railroads and the wire 
lines restored to private manage- 
ment, will go into the markets to 
make tremendous pun-liases of ma- 
terial needed to bring their enter- 
prises up to their old normal stand- 
ards. 


Professor Irving Fisher remarked 


some weeks ago that "readjustment 
waits because we keep on waiting 
for it—we have now waited in vain 
for over six months". •Secretary 
Redfield observes that little by ilt- 
tie the industries of the country -'are 
taking up the slack, and the country 
is settling down to the assurance 
that matters are getting stabalized".
